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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 6-60 in the reply filed on 03/1 5/1 1 
is acknowledged. However, further restriction is required as outlined below. 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372: 

3. This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

4. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I. Claims 16-37, drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in class 
257, subclass 778. 

Group II. Claims 38-60, drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in class 
257, subclass 787. 

5. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

6. The common matter is a connecting member. 

7. Through investigation, the common limitations are known features in the art at 
the time of the invention as disclosed by JP 2004-186213 to Nishimura Takao et al., JP 
2000-340715 to Ota Naotaka. Note these references are cited by the international 
search report as X references, identifying that the cited prior art provides particular 
relevance such that the claimed invention cannot be considered novel or cannot be 
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considered to involve an inventive step. As a result, the limitation does not exceed prior 
art, and as a result of PCT Rule 13.2-2 this common matter does not have a distinctive 
technical feature. Therefore none of the claims has common matter. There is no other 
common matter that can be considered a distinctive technical feature in the sense of 
PCT Rule 13.2-2, so there is no technical relationship in the sense of PCT Rule 13 
between these inventions. Thus claims 16-60 clearly do not satisfy the requirement of 
unity of invention. 

8. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the connecting member does not 
require that it be extended over a distance between the surface of the solid state device 
and the functional surface of the semiconductor chip. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a device with a level difference. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 04. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
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includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

9. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and/or examination burden if restriction were not 
required because at least the following reason(s) apply:
